i'  ni  iy  feenfi  a  piradjx,but  I  am  afraid 
f.  is  U)u  ^reat  a  truth,  that  there  is  no¬ 
thin;^  it)  the  vvorld  fo  diffioiilt  to  be  met* 
uilh  as  common  fenfe;  and  I  do  not  in 
I  he  leail  (|ae'.lion,  that  the  condiiei  of 
thole  who»)ppofe  this  propohtion  moftj 
ii  a  liiffijient  proof  of  the  verity  of  it. 

In  what  does  common' fenfe  coniift?* 
In  eertain  rules  by  which  we  are  to  re-* 

intr  our*  conduct,  and’ which  reafon 
ealiiy  difeovers  to  ihofe'who  are  capable 
<’f  jiiving  the  Icaft.. attention  to  them. — 
Such  rare  the  following  maxims;  “  A* 
great  intereft  Ihoiild  l>e  preferred  to  a 
left'er.  VVe  Ibould  endeavour  to  render 
ourfelves  happy.  Things  ought  to  be 
cftimated  according  to  their  acknowledg¬ 
es!  value  with  many  more  of  a  like  na¬ 
ture. 

Propofe  thefc  principleii  of  common 
Jcffe  to  any  one  who  thinks,  none  will 
difagree  from  them;  exad  the  pradlicc 
of  tlum,  and  a  very  fmail  number  w'ill 
conform  to  them. 

Bittnat  this  is  not  merely  theoreti¬ 
cal,  let  us  only  look  around  ns;  let  U3^ 
examine  the  condud  of  men  in  general, 
and  every  moment  of  our  li\c^  will  tend  to 
ilrcngthen  us  in  the  opinion  which  I  have 
advanced. 

Nero  entertained  himfclf  with  tumul¬ 
tuous  pleafures;  he  delighted  in  |>cr- 
forming  the  part  of  a  comedian,  and 
would  pa^s  whole  days  in  finging  and 
playing  on  varicis  inftnimcntsbcfgrc  hi« 
Vo L.  XVI. 


fubje^ls;  nay,  he  cven’defeended  fo  lo\r 
as  to  drive  a  chariot  round  the  Circus. 

•  Domitian,  on  the  other  hwd,  would 
fliut  himfelfupin  hisclofet,  in-which  he, 
far  from  id  aiming  any  cvmqueft  which 
might  bring’  glory  and  hoiivuir  to  thc‘ 
empire,  contented  himfelf  with  carrying 
on  a  fevere  war  againft  ‘the  flics.  If  one 
will  confider,  in  th’cfe  amiiVcmenb,  that 
folely  which  is  unworthy  an  emoeror,' 
it*  is  more  than  prv>bablc  he  will -find* 
Nero  more  rcafoniblt  in  the  choice  of 
his  pleafures  than  Domitian,  or  at  le^ 
he  may  ecpial  the  /bfenre  and  inanimate 
folly  of  the  one,  to  the  livc’y  and  brilliant 
madnefs  of  the  other.  I  do  not  doubt 
buttlyre  may  be  fome  of  a  different 
opinion  from  me  on  this  fubje^t,  fuch  as 
never  failfto  excl’im  againft  the  plea- 
fiires  of  a  concert,  an  affemblyjor  a  play/ 
at  the  Ame  time  thnt  they  themfelvcs 
pafs  the  half  of  their  life  in  arranging  a 
parcel  of  (hells  or  medals, for  no  other  end; 
but  that  they  may  again  put  them  in  dif-* 
order.  I  knew  one  who  detefted  the  taf-’ 
mults  of  fociety  as  much  as  thofe  I  now 
mentioned,  and  who  did  not  a  littl-  ap¬ 
plaud  himfelf  on  the  tranquility  of  his  a- 
mufemenrs  By  break  of  day  did  he 
haften  to  his  garden,  thete  to  enjoy  the 
view  of  one  «f  the  fineft  tulips  in  the 
world :  .his  mind  loft  itfclf  in  the  con-" 
templation  of  the  wonderful  object. — 
Do  not  think  that  that  flower  entertained 
the  eye  by  the  pleafing  diverfity*  of  it! 
colours; by  no  meant, it  had  notbiog  beau* 
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tiful  in  it,  and  its  whole  merit  CGiififtcJ 
rn  this,  that  it  was  lin^'lc  in  its  I'pceie.', 
and  that  the  root  hail  cod  foiiu  himdied 
pounds:  Notwiilillanding  which,  he 
would  pafs  whole  hour-  in  eoutemplaling 
it,  and  afterwards  would  feturn  to  din¬ 
ner,  highly  fatiidicd  with  his  morning’s 
enlerlaininent. 

All  the  diH'crcnce  I  can  perceive  bc- 
Iwetn  t!ie  tuiiuiltuous  pltaluies,  which 
1  liave  before,  and  the  tranquil  amule- 
ineuli  which  1  have  now  mentioned,  is, 
tliat  the  former,  by  making  a  violent  im- 
pr'-ilion  on  Ihe  pailions,  touch  them  to 
the  quick,  and  are  very  foon  lolhovedby 
languor  and  dilgull ;  while,  on  the  eon- 
trary,  the  latter,  b)  touching  the  foul  in 
a  gentle  manner,  produce  nc.lher  weari- 
iiefs  tun*  latiety.  Hence  it  happens,  that 
a  pcrfiai  who  to  day  is  dillipated  in  the 
inoll  lively  r.mnrements,  to- morrow  per¬ 
haps  vviii  oe'cnpy  himiuf  on  lomething 
iiltful  and  fciious;  while  that  pcrlon 
v\  no  contemjilalt  s  his  tulips  to  day,  will 
do  the  Miy  lame  to  morrow. 

U  it  luvllur,  to  Ihew  the  fcarcity  <jf 
c.  Vi  ‘VQnJcufty  let  us  lake  a  v  ie  w  of  lome 
maxima  generally  received  by  all  men, 
and.  w  jneh,  although  totally  contrary  to 
it,  h.ive  i-ccni'ied  in  our  minds  the  place 

cQvnuon  j^u  'e.  They  f.ill  under  the 
lame  picdicament  with  cert.iin  fubjei5ts 
in  natural  philolbphy:  for  c.\:imj)le,  no¬ 
thing  is  imue  v\oudcrful  than  the  ligld, 
and  yd  notliing  lefs  excites  llie  attention 
4>ftlK‘  common  run  of  mankind;  from 
the  time  that  they  firft  brcaliicii  the  vital 
;iii ,  the.)  liave  been  acciiftomed  to  beliold 
tliat  Wirndtilul  ph.xncmenon  ;  it  fiiikcs 
llicmnot;  tlie  light’s  the  light,  tiiat  is 
all  they  know  of  it,  and  all  they  vvilh 
ti>  know. 

In  like  manner,  there  arc  certain  pre¬ 
cepts  wb.ich  children,  by  having  heard 
repeated  a  thouland  and  a  tluiuland  times 
by  ihoie  perfons  whole  authority  comes 
in  the  place  of  reaujii,  have  ac.uftomed 
Iheinfelvcs  to  hnd  unnconlriAerlible, 
and  although  by  liuir  (<ddii)  tliey  may 
Ik*  very  proper  to  excite  attention,  '^et 
never  do  we  think  it  vvortli  our  while  to 
Kltovvalingle  thought  upon  them,  for 
this  reafon,  that  the  idea  of  them  and  t>f 
goinl  fenfe  arc  fo  elolcly  connecled  in 
the  imagination,  that  llie  one  always  fup- 
pv»fcs  the  oftier,  and  reafon,  by  being  ac- 
cunomc.l  to  the  union,  cannot  get  quit 
ctit,  and  allows  it  to  j^als  without  the 
kail  inquiry. 


There  is  a  rule  di<5lated  by  a  foolilfc 
pride,  which  is  inculcated  upon  youth  as 
the  molt  icnfibie,  and  at  the  fame  time 
the  molt  ulcful  of  maxims,  viz.  “  That 
we  Ihouid  keep  company  only  .w  ith  thofc 
who  are,  in  point  ot  rank,  aliovc  us.** 

In  the  riilt  place,  the  practice  of  this 
rule  ih  iinpofiibie :  If  wc  Ihould  endea¬ 
vour  to  follow  it,  the  citizen  would  pur¬ 
ine  tlie  gentleman,  who  would  fly  from  ‘ 
him  to  the  carl ;  the  earl  would  make  his 
rtcape  to  the  duke,  the  duke  to  the 
piinee,  the  prince  to  the  king,  and  the 
Ling,  who  even  now  enjoys  but  too  fmall 
a  portion  of  the  Iwcels  ef  friendlhip, 
would  be  utterly  deprivetl  of  the  little 
that  he  has.  Bdidcs,  nothing  is  more 
dangerous  than  to  endeavour  to  infpire 
inch  a  condud  into  thole  ho  already 
linvc  but  too  great  an  inclination  to  give 
iheinfelvcs  up  to  a  foolilh  vanity. 

Is  it  in  rank  that  vve  muft  feek'forthc 
foundation  of  that  mutual  commerce 
which  Ihould  unite  men:  Are  titles, 
which  leem  to  au thorite  the  contempt 
we  have  for  thole  whom  nature  has 
made  imr  ecpials,  arc  they  a  proper  balii 
for  focicly  ?  15y  no  means ;  it  is  humanity 
and  not  nobility  which  Ihould  be  the 
fource  of  friendlhip;  and  to  l)e  a  friend 
it  is  of  little  import  whether  he  be  a  duke 
or  an  earl;  it  is  fuflicient  that  he  is  a  man, 
and  IS  exad  in  fulfilling  the  duties  which' 
fociety  require.s  of  him. 

I  am  willing  to  think  that  one  of  the 
rcafons  which  feems  to  give  foine  weight 
to  the  rule  which  I  oppofe,  is  the  fuppo- 
lition  that  the  higher  one’s  birth  is,  fo 
iiiucii  the  better  education  muft  he  have 
had,  and  by  that  advantage  may  be  the 
more  ufeful  in  forming  the  heart  and 
manners  of  thofe  who  keep  him  com- 
p:my.  I  will  even  admit  this  to  be  true, 
and  yet  the  maxim  is  ncvci  lhelels  falle; 
for  humanity  enjoins,  that  wc  Ihould  be 
as  vwlJing  til  do  a&  to  receive  good  cfliees; 
confcqiK  iitly  it  is  but  jufi,  llsat  w  efliould 
Ci.nldit  with  our  inferior.-,  that  vnc  may 
vender  thtm  the  lalne  gtiod  t.ffices  our 
fupciiors  do  11*^,  when  they  honour  us 
with  iheir  company. 

Many  more  inftanccs  might  be  ad¬ 
duced  ;  but  1  apprehend  thole  already 
given  .are  fully  luflicient  to  eftabliih  the 
propefition  with  which  I  fet  out.

S  It  inuft  have  appeared  obvious  to 
you,  and  all  your  readers,  that  the 
tlc  iiieot  a  quiring  literary  fa uie  has  been 
tlie  foie  motive  tliat  has  induced  me  to 
roiivey  my  lucubrations  to  the  public, 
through  the  channel  of  your  Mifcellany, 
you  will  ealily  believe,  that  1  mult  have 
kit  a  moft  extatic  delight  upon  the  peru- 
j  il  of  the  ingenious  letter  of  your  moft 
k’liliblc  and  acute  correrpondent  Nea~ 
nias  [P.  37.]»  which  alliires  me  of  the 
certainty  of  having  attained  altnoft  the 
liii^hcft  fummit  of  my  rnoft  fanguinc 
wiiiies;  yet,  as  he  has  not,  in  thalepiftlc, 
pointed  out  all  my  excellencies,  I  hope  I 
in  iy  be  permitted,  in  imitation  of  my 
predccclibr  and  ////i' r /or,  Cicero,  to  fup- 
j»ly  that  defedt,  and  point  out  fome  more 
of  rny  own  accomplifhments,  which,  al- 
thtiugh  they  might,  in  fome  meafure,  be 
implied  from  what  is  contained  in  that 
molt  elegant  epiftle,  arc  not  exprefled 
with  fo  much  clearnefs  as  the  confciiiuf- 
iicfs  of  my  ovN'n  tranfeendent  merit  gave 
me  juft  ground  to  expedt.  Epijiola 
non  enibefcity  fays  Cicero;  and  1  cau 
fee  no  harm  in  laying  hoUi  of  this  cir- 
cumltancc,  to  do  myfelf  that  juft  ice 
which  few  others  might  be  fo  well  qua¬ 
lified  to  do. 

Neanias  has  indeed  allow'ed,  that  I 
exceed  Cicero,  Thonifon,  and  Seneca, 
as  far  as  the  fun,  in  his  rneridian  alti¬ 
tude,  doth  the  faint  and  feeble  giiin- 
jucrings  of  a  farthing  candle*  Now, 
to  be  furc  this  is  very  pretty,  and  might 
latisfy  any  perfon  of  a  mcKleratc  (hare  of 
merit  and  ambition  for  literary  glory. — 
lint  why  confine  the  parallel  to  thefe 
three  only?  For,  is  it  not  evident,  that 
the  jdgricola  has  an  indifputablc 
claim  to  be  preferred  to  Horner  for  ma- 
jerty  and  pathos ; — to  Pindar  for  fubli- 
mity,  and  daring  flights  of  imagination ; 
— to  ^inacreon  for  fportivc  feftiviiy ; — 
to  Theocritus  for  native  eafe  and  limpll- 
city ;  and  to  Sappho  hcrfelf  for  the  vo¬ 
luptuous  tendernefs  of  love : — That  De- 
mofthenes,even  in  his  moft  daring  flights^ 
while  he  thundered  out  his  irrclillible 
orations  againft  the  Macedonian  king, 
and  led  the  people  of  Athens  w'hithcrfo- 
cver  he  willed,  cannot  be  compared  with 
the  unparalelled  Agricola,  whofe  letter 
had  fuch  amazing  power  as  to  carry  the 
great  Neanias  off  at  the  tangent,  and 
.make  him  lofe  the  fubjeCl  in  admiring 
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the  art  of  tie  rhetorician  !  What  bo- 
foiu  could  be  fo  dead  to  all  fenfe  of  emu¬ 
lation,  ns  not  to  exult  with  a  moft  eleva¬ 
ted  rapture  at  receiving  fuch  a  lincerc 
tribute  of  well  judged  praife,  fo  juftly 
due  to  fuperior  merit?  Verily,  the  de¬ 
light  which  the  mathematician  of  Syra- 
ciife  feit,  when  he  difeovered  his  favou¬ 
rite  demonftrntii)n ;  or  that  which  the 
muficinn  of  Alexander  experienced,  when 
he  alternatf  ly  roufed  in  the  mind  of  tlrat 
hero  the  various  pallions  that  he  wilhed 
to  infpirc,  could  not  be  compared  to  the 
unmixed  and  rational  delight  that  I  felt 
on  rending  this  moft  pleafing  pnQ'age. 

And  now,  iny  good  friend  Neanias, 
having,  by  your  friendly  afliftaiice,  fo 
fully  eftabliOied  my  reputation  as  a  rhe¬ 
torician,  I  think  it  unncceflary  to  affumc 
the  mafk  any  longer,  but  frankly  to  own, 
that  my  only  dclign  in  writing  againft 
the  moft  elegant  and  entertaining  hifto- 
ries  of  the  Tete-a-tetes,  was  folely  to 
fliew  the  great  and  irrefiftiblc  powers  of 
my  all-commanding  eloquence.  If  I 
had  taken  the  oppolitc  fide  of  the  quef- 
tion,  I  could  have  attained  no  glory  at 
all;  for  any  man  is  able  to  defend  a 
good  caufe ;  but  it  requires  the  Ikill  and 
abilities  of  a  mafter  to  defend  a  bad  one; 
wherefore  .1  chofe  to  engage  on  the 
wrong  fide  of  the  queftion,  and  have  had 
the  fitisfadlion  to  find,  that  I  have  been 
able  to  impofc  upon  a  good  many,  by 
almojl  perfuading  them,  that  thefe  di¬ 
vine  produdions  may,  on  fome  occafions, 
become  hurtful  to  focicty.  Well,  the 
credulity  of  mankind  is  amazing;  and  I 
myfelf  can  hardly  refrain  from  laughing 
at  the  fimplicity  of  thofe  who  can  allow 
thcmfclyes  to  be  fo  far  gulled  by  fophifti- 
cal  arguments,  as  to  think  that  it  is  pof- 
fible  for  the  heart  of  an  innocent  perfoii' 
to  be  corrupted,  by  frequently  reading 
the  hiftory  of  thofe  w  ho  make  an  amufe- 
ment  of  crimes  that  are  the  deftru6tion 
of  fociety ;  or  that  any  perfon  could  ever 
be  brought  to  view',  w’ith  a  fmaller  de¬ 
gree  of  horror,  any  crime  that  the  heart 
of  man  has  a  natural  rcluftancc  to,  by 
feeing  it  ever  fo  often  repeated,  or  by 
making  it  the  common  fubjedt  of  con- 
verfation ;  for,  do  we  not  every  day  fee, 
that  the  butcher,  who  has  pradlifed  his 
trade  for  fifty  years,  (hews  as  evident 
marks  of  the  fame  lenity  of  difpoiition 
and  trepidation  of  mind,  when  he  is  obli¬ 
ged  to  fpill  the  blood  of  the  innocent 
Iv^mb,  as  be  did  the  firft  time  that  his 
trembling  band  rcludUntly  perform^ 
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its  ofHcc  ?  Does  not  the  fixti  n  turn  over 
tiic  mouldering  bi»ncs  of  hib  tcllow-crca- 
tures  uith  ihe  lame  itligif'us  reverential 
awe,  after  he  is  grown  old  in  that  buti- 
nilj,  as  he  did  the  firft  time  that  he  o;>eii. 
ed  a  grave ^  And  dues  not  the  execu¬ 
tioner,  v;’!u)  nasbeen  tong  accuftomed  to 
tat;e  away  the  lives  of  his  fell  )W  crea- 
tur  s,  tcel  rl'.e  fame  emotions  <»f  horror, 
and  make  the  fame  moral  refledions  n- 
pjn  the  event,  as  he  did  the  fi*lt  time 
that  lie  uw  the  agonizing  thri)es  i)f  his 

fiitTeriiig  fellow  crcitiirc? - Why,  all 

thefe  are  fuch  plain  fads,  a :  nothing  but 
the  moll  amazing  credulity  could  puHi- 
1)1  y  overcame.  From  which  it  appears, 
as  clear  as  noon-day,  that  the  reading  of 
The  r ctc-a-tetii  can  never,  in  the  on al- 
lell  degree,  tend  to  corrupt  the  morals 
i^f  the  moft  inn  Krent  perF  n  whatever. 

lides,  as  it  is  evident,  that  the  people 
in  the  lov\ei  ranks  ot  lifcdoncver^  in  any

does  nut  appear  that  any  of  >ourcorrc* 
fpondents,  excepting  this  penetrating  ge¬ 
nius,  w  ho  has  dilcuveitd  all  the  fecrct» 
myfleries  i>f  my  plan,  Has  had  the  acute- 
nefs  to  deted  me,  although  this  plain 
confeHiun  of  mine  ought  n  iturally  to 
have  opened  the  eyes  of  c  cry  one  w'ho 
paid  the  fmallell  attention  to  the  fiibjed. 
For,  w  here  i>  the  man  that  is  fo  ignorant 
as  not  to  know’  that  Socrates^  Friar 
Bacorty  CallileOy  LolumhuSy  5cc. ;  not 
to  mention  Bt  Paul  and  his  fellow  la¬ 
bourers,  all  took  the  becaufe  the 

unpopular  fide  of  the  queftion:  info- 
mneh  that  all  of  thefe  jiiftly  fuffrred 
ievere  hardiliips,  and  fome  of  them  <Ncn 
death  itfelf,  for  the  unpopular,  or  erro¬ 
neous  opinions  that  they  maintained: 
and  to  be  fiirc  it  muft  be  acknowledu:td, 
that  the  body  of  the  people  are  the  only 
c  'mpetcnt  judges  of  right  and  wrong  in 
all  matters  that  require  a  very  nice  invef- 
ligntitin,  and  continued  chain  of  abffrad 
reifoning;  and  that  all  thufe  philofo- 
phers,  who  nrefume  to  judge  for  them- 
ielves,  and  adopt  opinions  in  any  refped 
contrary  to  thtfe  unerring  judgts,  arc 
only  a  parcel  of  fools  and  madmen,  w’ho 
jufl  ly  delerve*  to  be  buffeted  and  delpifed. 

I  can  eifily  forelee,  that  fome  perfifflng 
bloekheati,  or  t: a rron.v- minded  enthu* 
jiajlical  higoty  may  objed  to  this  doc¬ 
trine  of  Ibnnd  words;  that  the  fame 
dodrine  has  been  often  obfei  ved  to  be 
at  one  tirr.e  popular,  and  at  another  time 
cjiiite  the  reverfe:  but  there  is  no  fatif- 
fying  Jhme  people y  and  they  tire  one 
with  anfwering  things  that  are  in  their 
ow  n  nature  felf-evident,  as  is  the  cafe  at 
prefent.  The  anfwcr  to  this  objedion  is 
eafy  and  obviou'^^;  for,  as  the  fame  doc- 
tiine  or  argument  maybe  quite  true  and 
juff  to  tiay,  that  is  altogether  falfe  and 
erroneous  to  morrow,  this  variation 
only  pri/cceds  from  the  mutable  natiirtf 
of  right  and  wrong,  and  n(.t  from  the 
Crtprieioiis  (’r  unffable  iipinions  of  thefe 
unerring  judges,  as  AV/? «/<//,  and  every 
one  who  is  not  a  starro^x-tnindedy  eft- 
thufajiical  bigot y  will  readily  acknow’- 
ledge. 

1  am  ffin  further  convinced  of  the  very 
great  prr  grefs  that  1  have  made  in  the

As  to  what  he  fays  of  the  devil’s  pfr. 
fonating  Simuel,  let  himconfult  the  jwf- 
fage  a  little  better.  1  hope  he  will  nerd 
few  arguments  to  convince  him  that  thofc 
were  not  the  words  of  a  devil ;  as  wrll 
may  we  fay  that  the  devil  anointed  Saul 
king  as  that  he  leproved  him  for  his  dif. 
obedience,  and  foretold  his  deftfndiun, 
and  the  one  will  no  more  contradiiil  the 
Bible  tiian  the  other.

His  quotation  from  Milton  is  the  worft 
chofen  for  his  purpofe  of  any  thing  I  ever 
favv.  The  poet  elegantly  fets  forth  the 
heavenly  choir  pr.aiiing  their  Creator, 
agrce.ablc  to  what  we  have  in  fcri|turc, 
that  they  reft  not  day  nor  night;  but 
where  Milton  fays  they  traverfe  the 
earth,  he  ufes  the  word  u*ifeeny  and  this  . 
is  a  negation  againft  apparitions.  1  have 
laid  nothing  of  my  opinion  of  appari¬ 
tions;  my  intention  was  only  to  reprove 
fueh  as  would  iinpofc  upon  the  world 
with  chimerical  ftories.  I  doubt  not  but 
evil  fpirits  have  the  power  of  alfuming  a 
vilihle  form :  the  devil  feems  to  have  done 
fo  in  the  temp’ation  of  oifr  Saviour;  but 
for  the  fpirits  of  perfons  departed  to  ap¬ 
pear  again,  as  Mr  C,  G’s  ftory  would 
make  us  believe,  this  is  more  like  the* 
doiil'ine  of  Pythagoras  than  that  of  a 
cluillian..

THE  reader  needs  here  to  be  no  more 
than  reminded  of  the  principal  obpedtions 
there  lie  to  the  confuming,  in  a  manner, 
the  whole  pow  ers  of  early  inftrudion  «  n 
the  Latin  and  Greek  tongues:  to  fit 
thefe  down  is  enough:  no  formal  proof 
can  be  wanting  of  their  reality  and  their 
weight.

4*  The  pro- 
miicuous  teaching  of  them  to  fo  many 
clafle^  of  youth,  who,  it.  may  well  b^ 
forefeen,  will  want  cither  occafmn  anfl 
t>pportunity,.cr  w  i'll  to  ufe  them,  in  lh<'lr 
riper  yeais.  5.  The  giving,  in  many  a 
toilfome  yc.ir,  to  very  great  nmnbers  rft 
youths,  fuch  a  tindlure  of  them  as  r-nly 
breeds  fiifficiency  and  conceit,  infliliing 
an  idea  of  folid  acquifition  and  know¬ 
ledge,  where  unprofitable  ends  and 
fcraps,  merely  of  one  and  another  dead 
language,  are  gained;  and  when,  but  for 
the  mill.iki ng  of  this  lhadovv  for  a  fuh- 
ftaiicc,  .‘omethiiig  clfe  valuable  perhaps 
might,  at  yearo  of  diferetion,  have  hern 
fought  after.  If,  however,  fuch  grofs 
abufes  ought  to  pnt  a  flop  to  the  pradlicr 
of  teaching  thefe  tongues  folcly,  alnioft 
generally  impcrfcdly,  and  unoperativciy 
on  after-life;  ftill  the  Iraufcendency  of 
thole  models  of  genius  they  contain,  and 
the  neceffity  of  them  for  profeliional  and 
Icfcntific  purpofes,  as  m'anifeftly  and  in-. 
diTpenfibly  require,  that  many  youths  be 
inftrti^ted  in  them.  What  then  remains 
bNt  to  fettle  the  meditiin,  and  to  draw 
the  line  of  diferimination,  which  claU'es 
of  youths  fhcnild  be  taught  them,  and 
which  fhould  not  ^ 
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A't'ivlf  propofed^  more  compendious 
Sind  eafy  forms  of  teaching  thefe 
Lan’^uajres^  if  reaily  f*  ?  Re~ 
trenchnentSf  ^vhjt  proper  ? 

IT  miift  Sc  infatua^'on  to  fancy  the 
acvqiiirin^  by  bi)i)k  two  liicli  haixl  dead 
lan;:ii.i;;cs  can  by  any  means  be  made  o- 
therthan  the  laborious  aud  irkfome  taiKof 
rn  my  arid  many  a  tedious  year.  If  it  be 
poUible  to  Ibfien  or  contract  this  toil  in 
.any  meafure»  by  ch anp.es  in  the  form  of 
teaching,  it  mull  plainly  be  in  a  very 
Im  dl  one,  and  only  in  the  becinniiig.  It 
may  be  an  aiivantage  to  cut  off  fome  of 
the  i  hIcs  of  {grammar,  to  free  them  from 
fome  of  their  hard  terms;  to  teach  them 
in  l'm»lilb,  jriving  a  clear  and  cafy  ti’.rn 
to  the  expretlion,  ami,  perfiaps,  by  a  few 
at  a  time,  or  lingly,  as  a  ehls's  gradual 
progrels  makes  them  intelligible  and  ap¬ 
plicable:  as  to  all  that  follows  this,  after 
the  conrfc  of  |>rrhaps  the  tirll  year,  the 
juefent  forms  of  conllruing,  palling,  anii 
making  tome  exercifes,  mull  he  owned 
to  be  the  neceffiry,  and  nearly  the  only 
means  of  pnK'trding.  The  main.there- 
tore,  ('t  what  is  practicable,  to  five  toil 
and  time  in  this  work,  Ciinlifls  not  in 
changing,  but  relienehing.  iireat  part, 
at  leall,  of  llie  getting  by  heart,  making 
of  exercifes,  efpeclally  in  verfe,  and  after- 
ward-*  declaiming,  might  weil  he  Ipared; 
and  the  time  thus  laved  becunlidered, as 
wliat  is  agreed  to  Iv  fo  much  waining, 
t»»  dedicate  to  other  ve-y  tlfcniial  actpii- 
litions.  Again,  Wi)uld  not  the  whole 
lab  »iir  Ik*  much  ctmtr  nted,  by  making 
it  the  gie.it  aim  to  capacitate  youth  fi)r 
the  noble  pnrpofc  of  malUring  the  cl  if- 
lies;  felting  nlide  the  immatcrr.il  views 
of  fjscaking  and  compofing  m  thefe  lan- 
gingcs  ?  Much  time  is  now*  wafted  in 
doing  wh^it  promotes  thefe  ends,  with 
oio  aim  .ft  at  all  turthering  the  other 
infinitely  fiipcriv>r  one. 

Di  ''erhon  of ./  PiU  t  of  School  Ififiruc- 
tion  to  ot^fr  ir.jifpeftfble  purpofes^ 
rxhcri  a  coniUcrjbie  hindtraiicc  to 
thefe  it  the  tnoji  imports  to  he  lin- 
^uids,  by  no  nuans  an  irreparable 
one. 

lltSIDES  the  mindicr  of  the  prefent 
Wainirs  of  Latin  by  halves,  who,  by  a 
jurt  dilcrimination,  would  be  withdrawn 
Irom  it,  aiui  have  the  command  of  their 
rxk^ic  lime  to  apply  to  other  objciils; 
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it  fhould  be  propofed,  that  the  remain¬ 
der,  who  nccelTarily  or  properly  went  un 
with  the  languages,  (liould  fparc  from 
them,  for  other  fuperior  purpolcs,  one 
half  oi  their  time  and  of  the  day:  fo 
m;my  of  thefe  laft  a*  were  youths  of 
fpiick  parts,  and  h;id  fuch  a  turn  for  let¬ 
ters,  as  to  bid  fair  for  deriving  particular 
advantage  from  being  linguifts,  could 
fcarce  fail  to  find  the  remaining  half  of 
the  tlay  nearly  luffieient  to  perfed  them 
in  both  Latin  and  Greek;  as  to  the  reft 
of  them,  of  lefs  pregnant  parli,  and  who 
advanced  more  leifurdy,  but  to  w'hom 
Ikill  in  the  tongues  would  be  an  objed 
either  of  neceliity  or  great  convenience 
and  credit,  thefe  might,  at  leall,  lay  a 
lure  foundation  at  fchool  for  perfeding 
themfelvcs  therein  afterwards.  And  if 
lomc  inconvenience  llxiuld  follow  from 
pollponing  the  complete  attainment  of 
the  languages,  this  would  be  overbalan¬ 
ced  by  the  acquilitions  made  through  a 
more  pi  iftitable  employment  of  the  fchool 
hours  taken  from  thefe;  Ixickwardnefs 
in  l.inguagc  would  at  leall  be  far  more 
retiiev.ible,  than  that  in  things  from  a 
confinement  to  wands,  through  luch  a 
length  of  years,  up  to  the  age  of  fourteen 
or  fifteen,  or  jHrhaps  a  higher  one;  and 
a.s  to  ihofc  who  w’ould  not  take  the 
pains  to  retrieve  it,  it  is  a  pretty  furc 
lign,  that  if  their  whole  youth  had  btca 
luccefsMdly  fpent  on  the  foie  allaliiment 
of  the  l.mginges,  they  w*ould  have  been 
little  the  better  for  it,  turning  them 
Icarce  to’aiiy  eitlu  r  afler-accoiint  or  ufc. 
Nor,  if  they  qu/7/  find  hour?  for  applying 
tt)  this  alterw'aids,  can  it  poliibly  be  at  a 
time  tW  life,  wiien  avocation  from  other 
matters  can  be  lb  detrimental,  as  a  total 
one  in  their  early  years  at  fchool?  Thefe, 
though  often  pi  epolU  roufly  reprefented, 
as  fuiicd  to  nothing  iKttcr  than  the  con¬ 
ning  of  words,  being  the  feafon  when, 
by  excrcifing  the  mind  and  the  heart,  the 
foundation  mull  lx*  laid  for  an  inlellec- 
tual  and  a  moral  imprewement  the  mod 
important  and  permanent.  So  many 
houis  as  cannot  then  be  gained  for  thefe 
pnrpofes,  by  cutting  oft'  the  prclcnt  rc- 
ilundancies  of  Iclioul  inftrodion,  and  by 
faciiitatin  and  expediting  a  proficiency 
ill  the  tongues,  ought,  w  ithout  Icruple, 
to  betaken  from  fuch  as  inoft  unde- ‘ 
niably  contribulc  to  this  end,  even  at  the 
ha/.ard  of  lending  youths  late  furm  fchool 
deficient,  inlleadof  perft<5l,  in  Latin  and 
Greek. 


EDINBURGH 

Account  of  the  prefcnt  Emprefs  of 
Russia,  and  of  her  admirable  Po¬ 
licy,  From  MiUlhairs  'I ravel Sy 
/•*/*  piiblijhed* 

Having  related  a  curious  convcrfa- 
iion  viitli  M.  de  Riverfliolt,  baron 
Mincljcwfc,  count  dc  Sclliern,  and  him- 
Uif,  on  the  prefcnt  ftate  of  Ruflian  af- 
f,;iis,Mr  Marfhall  proceeds  thus: 

“  T1k‘  whole  month  of  December, 
and  the  beginning  of  January  1770,  we 
]ju  lit  iii  i)ur  mutual  vilits  at  Peterfburgh ; 
and  I  may  fay  with  great  truth,  and 
without  paying  the  other  meml>erb  a 
compliment,  that  1  never  pafled  any  time 
more  agreeably :  Now  and  then  Mr  Ma- 
foii  ami  myl'clf  appeared  at  court,  which 
is  nccellary  here ;  and  the  emprefs,  learn¬ 
ing  that  we  were  great  travellers,  enter¬ 
ed  more  than  once  into  con  verfation  w  ith 
us;  and  emjnired  into  our  opinions  of 
fevtral  ohjecits  we  had  view'cd.  She  is 
itfcrvcd  in  the  manner  of  her  fpcech,  but 
lias  a  noble,  open  countenance,  with  a 
becoming  grealnefs  in  her  air  and  carri¬ 
age.  There  is  nothing  lively  or  plea- 
fing  at  court,  the  whole  being  but  a  dull, 
though  a  fine  feene.  It  is  certain  that 
the  great  wifdom  which  has  hitherto  ap¬ 
peared  in  all  the  actions  and  councils  of 
this  princefs,  flows  from  her  own  per- 
fonal  genius  and  abilities:  I  have  not 
learned  that  flie  has  any  minifters,  whofe 
diftinguilhed  parts  would  give  one  any 
reafon  to  fuppofe  the  fuccefs  owing  to 
them;  bcfides,  it  is  well  known  here, 
that  the  emprefs  is  very  determinate  in 
her  opinion.  She  alks  and  hears  the  ad¬ 
vice  of  her  council  upon  important  af- 
fnrb,  but  file  generally  follow's  her  owm 
opinion ;  which  is  evident  from  her  act¬ 
ing  directly  contrary  to  the  opinion  of 
the  whole,  in  tw'o  or  three  affairs  of  con- 
ha;  uence,  and  in  which  the  fuccefs”  that 
followed  proved  clearly,  that  her  own 
judgment  w  as  better  than  that  of  all  her 
minifters.  She  is  remarkable  for  being 
exceeding  quick  in  her  decifions;  flie 
never  adtJ  from  long  and  repeated  conli- 
deration,  but  dctei mines  almoft  inftan- 
taneoufly,and  executes  with  equal  cele¬ 
rity. 

Almoft,  from  the  moment  that  the 
prefent  emprefs  began  to  reign,  (he  has 
iucreafed  the  number  of  her  fubjeefts  by 
many  ways,  principally,  by  a  general 
and  very  active  encouragement  of  *gri- 
culture,  manufa^^tures  and  commerce. 
Another  means  which  (he  has  taken  to 
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increafe  her  people,  has  been  inviting 
foreigners ;  almoft  from  her  accclfion  to 
the  empire,  (he  has  brought  continual 
bodies  of  Germans,  Poles,  and  Greeks, 
from  Turkey,  to  fettle  in  her  dominions, 
and  thefe  not  few  in  npmbers;  from  the 
coafts  of  Germany,  Ihip  loads;  but  from 
Poland  and  Turkey,  whole  towns,  vilf 
lages,  and  diftriifts,  have  Icit  their  habi¬ 
tations,  and  fettled  in  Ruflia ;  nor  has  it 
been  only  at  certain  times,  but  regular 
emigrations,  in  confcqucncc  of  her  con¬ 
tinued  encouragement. 

“  This  encouragement,  which  the 
emprefs  has  conftantly  granted,  confifts 
in  ieveral  very  important  articles.  All 
the  expellees  of  the  journey,  or  voyag;: 
from  their  native  country,  are  borne  by 
her;  flie  feeds  and  fupports  them  by  the 
way.  Upon  their  arrival  at  the  territory 
appointed  them  to  cultivate  (which  hai 
always  been  part  of  the  crown-lands), 
every  family  has  a  cottage  ereded  at  her 
exjience,  to  w'hich  they  contribute  la¬ 
bour;  they  then  are  furnilhed  with  im¬ 
plements  neceflary  for  cultivation,  and 
one  year’s  provifions  ftir  the  whole  fami¬ 
ly.  A  further  advantage  is  an  exempti¬ 
on  from  all  taxes  during  five  year's.  All 
which  is  a  fyftem  of  fuch  admirable  po¬ 
licy,  and  carried  into  execution  with 
fuch  unufual  fpirit,  even  while  the  fi¬ 
nances  of  the  empire  have  been  much 
diftrelTed  by  expenfive  wars,  that  I  know 
not  an  inftance  in  hiftory  fuperior  to  it. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  but  the  advan¬ 
tages  muft  be  immenfe,  not  only  in  po¬ 
pulation,  but  alfo  revenue  ;  for  thefe 
fettlers,  though  they  have  an  aflignmcnt 
of  lands  for  ever,  yet  it  is,  after  a  certain 
number  of  years,  under  payment  of  an 
annual  quit- rent,  fuflicient  to  protluce  a. 
confiderable  revenue.  The  continued 
diforders  in  Poland,  and  the  opprcflions 
in  Turkey,  have  caufed  many  thoufands 
of  families  annually  to  leave  their  coun¬ 
try,  and  make  ufe  of  this  bounty  of  the 
epiprefs.  By  this  time  the  increafe  of 
people  muft  be  very  great ;  fome  perfons, 
whofe  information  1  believe  to  be  very 
good,  afrured  me,  that  the  number  of 
fouls  thus  gained,  fince  the  acceflion  of 
the  prefcnt  czarina,  is  not  Icfs  than  fix 
hundred  thoufand ;  I  muft  own  the 
number  appears  almoft  incredible.  We 
may,  without  fuppofing  the  total  fo  very 
great,  eafily  fee  from  hence,  that  (he 
muft  have  raifed  the  revenue  of -the 
crown  lands  very  much,  and  put  them 
ip  a  way  of  being  yet  more  improved; 
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for  cerCiinlv  pec^pling  them  was  the  firft 
ration  il  (!cp  that  could  Ik*  taken,  and 
<)iie  \^»lich  never  could  deceive  her.  I 
m.id.e  inquirtes  concerning  the  iituation 
of  the  emigrants,  and  whether  all  the 
proiniles  dvit  had  been  made  to  tliem 
irul  lH*en  exicuied,  and  I  was  afl'nred 
ih  i*  liny  weie  iiioP.  pnndtially ;  but 
t!u*,  in  very  many  ca!’e&,  much  moie 
was  tloiu*  for  them  than  j>i'ou»ired,  and 
every  eh'oj  t  taken  to  make  them  perfectly 
lal>'Hed  with  their  choice;  a  proof  of 
w  hli’h  is  the  increafed  numbers  tint  have 
been  coming  front  the  beginning;  l!ie 
accounts  lent  back  by  the  lirtt  fcUlcrs 
Ining  fucli  as  indi  ceil  others  to  take  the 
fame  ntealnres :  and  this  eHedhasb.en 
rtjrnVir  ever  hnee,  lo  tint  the  number 
<.f  ne*v  cinnrrs  is,  at  prefent,  greater 
than  ever,  and  promiics  to  be  fo  coulide* 
rahle,  that,  in  a  lew  \  cars,  if  the  troubles 
in  i’  'lac.d  continue,  the  inercale  of  pen* 
jde  here  o  il!  be  immenfe,  auvl  with  them, 
ccrtain.ly,  that  ('f  the  power  ar>d  wealth 
of  the  empire.  Nt>r  has  any  event  of 
her  tcign  ditcovercil  a  greal<*r  under- 
f  .iiuli ng  than  this  regular  favour  Ihewii 
to  populaiion.”

How  much  altered  a 
condiid  did  he  exhibit !  His  ufual  ardor 
waj.  changed  into  coldnefs,  and,  inftcad 
of  thole  endearments  he  w'as  fo  ready  to 
force  upon  me,  he  treated  me  wdth  no¬ 
thing  but  a  diltant  and  refer ved  ceremo¬ 
ny.  In  Ihort,  he  was  wholly,  to  appear¬ 
ance,  changed,  at  leaft  in  his  fentimrnts 
for  me.  How  difappointed  and  chagrin¬ 
ed  I  was  at  fuch  treatment,  you  may  ca- 
lily  guefs.  I  believe  he  was  not  fo  tin-* 
di:er  rning,  but  he  might  perceive  it  in 
my  countenance  and  behaviour.  I  at 
firll,  indeed,  could  not  allow  myfelf  to 
ilraw  conciiifions  which  his  fiiil  vilits 
dilated.  1  fometimes  was  ready  to  fuf- 
pe(5t  that  it  arofe  more  from  artiheethan 
alteratfon  in  his  lentiments*  1  was^ 


however,  uddeceived,  when,  after  his 
continuing  only  four  or  five  weeks  in 
town,  and  his  conduC:!  towards  me  grow¬ 
ing,  if  pollible,  more  and  more  referved, 
he,  iu  the  end  of  lad  week,  fet  out  from 
this  place  without  one  ligh,  or  in  the 
leaft  regretting  his  being  obliged  to  part 
with  'inc;  by  which  he  has  left  me  no 
room  to  doubt  that  I  am'  now  no  more  in 
his  efteem.  I  mean  not,  by  i;ecapitula- 
ting  thefc  particulars,  or  dcliring  you  to 
infert  them,  in  the  leaft  to  inliiiuatc,  that 
I  wilh  thereby  to  procure  an  alteration  in 
my  quondam  lover's  conduct  or  fent:- 
ments.  1  am  thankful  I  can  defpife  him 
as  much  as  he  can  poftibly  do  nu*.  My 
only  reafon  fvir  troubling  you  with  fo 
much  of  my  ftory,  is,  that,  a»  1  am  not 
lingular  in  the  treatment  I  have  exjie-* 
ricnced,  or  the  condud  I  have  obferved; 
and,  as  it  is  too  common  a  pradicc,  at 
prefent,  for  young  gentlemen,  clpecially 
ftudcnis,  to  profefs  attachments  for 
young  girls,  and  endeavoUr,  as  much  as 
they  can,  to  infpire  them  with  paflions 
they  mean  not  to  gratify”,  and  which  they 
no  Iboncr  accomplilli  than  they  defert 
them,  without  attending  to  the  fatal  con- 
fequtnccs  which  may  follow;  1  wilh, 
therefore,  if  poflible,  to  have  perfons,  ' 
guilty  *>f  fuch  unfeeling  condud,  ftigma- 
tilcd  in  the  rnoft  public  manner,  and  the 
balenefs  and  criminal  nature  of  fuch  a 
condud  expofed  in  fuch  a  light,  as  to 
make  every  perfon  aftiamcd  of  being  even 
fufpeded  thereof;  but,  as  I  am  rtot  qua¬ 
lified,  however  willing,  for  fuch  a  talk,  I 
would,  therefore,  through  the  channel  of 
your  paper,  beg  the  favour  <^f  your  cor- 
refpondent,  Mr  Philophyfisy  to  under¬ 
take  it.  He  has  ingeniouiiy  expofed  that 
order  of  animals  called  Puppies  ;  but 
they  are  inniKcnt,  inolfenfive  creatures, 
when  compared  with  fuch  as  my  Stre- 
phon,  who,  being  commonly  poflelfed  of 
a  bewitching  addrefs,  are  ready  to  infi* 
nuate  tbemfelvestoo  eafily  into  the  eftetm 
of  our  fex,  who  arc,  for  the  moft  part, 
thoughtlels  and  unftifpicious  of  any  de¬ 
ceit,  till,  too  late,  they  are  awakened 
from  their  delufion.  I  hope  he  will 
therefore  fee  the  importance  of  my  rc- 
quelt,  and  take  occalion  to* point  out 
fomc  marks  by  which  they  may  be  dif- 
tingiiilhed ;  in  doing  which  he  will  oblige 
many,  among  others,

oeltitiitc  ot  truth  and  humanity.  U  hat 
a  llrangc  tUpravity  of  nature  1  iiiHead  of 
athiiirig  anti  befriending  one  another; 
inlli.ul  t>r glorying  in  the  tippintniiity  of 
jei  relcninig  Mrtnein  the  moll  amiable 
potUt  ot  view,  v\e  feein  afraid  to  a\ow 
t»nr  opinion  nnlets  it  leans  l<»  the  fide  of 
illiberal  dttr:K*tion.  15y  ihele  means  con- 
vtrfation,  ul.ieh  ought  to  impn>ve  our 
tnind:;  and  enl  itge  tnir  ideas,  by  aeandiil 
;nul  generous  ileclai .ation  of  (»ur  fenti- 
juent.s  to  t'ne  another,  is  often  empioy- 
ctl  to  the  wtall  of  purpofes.  A  certain 
envy  t,r  narrowiK-fs  of  h  ul  which  iickeiis 
;it  the  praile  of  otliers,  feems  It)  piedo- 
minatc,  and  proves  the  veiy  bane  of  fo- 
eiily.  ]  have  often  fouiul  the  moll  a- 
git  cable  and  inllruCtivc  converfation 
change  on  tliis  aecoiiht  to  the  molt 
trill  ng  and  infipitl,  and  where  harmony, 
lVit  nd!hip,antl  gO(Kl  hniiumr  reignetl  be- 
U»re,  the  moll  ililagreeabic  and  ili-ua- 
tured  contention  have  taken  pl.ace;  nay, 
ilie  very  nature  aiul  dilpofititiu  of  the 
company  abfolutely  fceiiut!  lo change  t)n 
this  <xTafu>n;  their  tempers  loured  in 
proportion  to  the  poignancy  <>f  their 
jralice;  their  agrieible  vjualilications 
Wire  inliiely  thrown  alide,  and  they  Ih- 
c.ime  tpiitc  otlier  kind  of  creatuie.s  to 
vvhat  they  were  birmeily.  How  fdly 
a|ul  contemptible  it  t<»  fee  a  pretty 
\v<nnin  unealy  at  the  praifesof  another, 
anil  tiuleavouring  to  point  out  Ibme 
i  mlt  in  her  perfon  or  bcliaviour,  merely 
h.ecnnle  die  i.scommcndu’  I  How  pitiful 
is  it  to  Ue  her  change  rounlcnance  at 
<‘ve:y  c:  con.inm,  and,  though  an  iniirc 
11r  o»g«.r  to  the  |Hntt)n  extolled,  ready  to 
bmll  with  envy,  rage  and  vexation  1  If 
fvc  ctMilidvr  lUii  niaiur  alltniivcly,  it 


miift  appear  altogether  unpardonable. 
Can  there  be  the  imalleft  harm  done  to 
one  woman  by  expatiating  upon  the 
beauty  or  accomplilhmcnts  of  another? 
or,  can  the  prailcs  bellowed  upon  the 
one  lelTen  the  qualifications  which  the 
other  poUeires  ?  Yet  let  thofe  w'omen  I 
fpeak  of  lay  their  hands  upon  their  hcarti 
and  declare  their  real  fentiments,  and 
they  mult  confefs  that  they  confider  thig 
matter  in  a  very  different  light.  They 
look  upon  every  w'ord  fpoken  in  praife 
t'f  another’s  biauty  as  a  flight  put  upon 
their  charms,  and  every  encomititn  upon 
her  virtues,  as  an  unpardonable  affront  to 
their  ow  n: — A  lamentable difpofition  in* 
deed !  Hut  what  lhall  we  fay  to  thofe 
w  retches,  who,  dellitiite  of  all  honour, 
truth,  and  humanity,  will  not  fcruplc  to 
llrike  at  the  lendcretl,  the  deareft  part  of 
a  young  creature’s  character,  for  no  other 
realbn  than  that  flie  pofleffes  a  larger 
ihare  of  beauty,  or  a  greater  number  of 
accomplithmeuts  than  they,  and  w’ho, 
becaiifc  they  cannvU  arrive  at  her  perfec¬ 
tions,  or  imitate  her  virtues,  will  endea¬ 
vour  to  ruin  her  reputation  by  the 
blacked  calumny  ?  Mull  not  nature  Ihrink 
at  ilie  bare  idea  of  fuch  depravity,  and 
difown  Inch  monllcrs  for  her  children  ! 

I  am  fenlible,  my  fair  readers,  you  arc 
not  a  little  furprifed  at  what  1  have  al¬ 
ready  advancttl.  I'hat  Philoph^fis  ihoukl 
be  fo  fevere  iqwn  the  ladies,  is  indeed 
lomcthing  new'.  They  who  were  alwayg 
hi:,  chief  delight — in  whofc  company  he 
iifed  to  pafs  the  moll  endearing  part  of 
his  time,  and  in  whole  defence  his  pen 
was  ever  ready  ! — Circumllances  arc 
by  no  means  changed,  my  ever  amiable 
countrywomen — you  are  as  dear  to  your 
Ph  'ilophyjh  as  before:  It  is  the  regard  I 
have  for  you,  it  is  the  anxiety  I  fuffer  on 
your  account,  it  is  the  defire  I  have  to 
inllrud,  that  prompts  me  to  offer  thefc 
hijits  to  yonr  confideration.  It  is  not  a- 
gainll  you  I  dired  my  fatire,  it  is  againll 
thofe  that  are  unworthy  of  my  clleem; 
but  it  is  to  you  I  w  ilh  lo  convey  my  fen-* 
timents,  and,  by  holding  up  vice  in  its 
proper  colours,  I  only  mean  to  fcare  you 
fr<vm  the  woiil  and  moll  predominant  of 
evils. 

I  was  fitting  fome  nights  ago  in  my 
chamber,  with  my  favourite  author  Pope 
before  me,  \Hien  I  heard  a  rap  at  the 
door. — It  w'as  a  meflage  from  the  fair 
Vlavillay  begging  I  would  come  to  her  as 
foon  as  pf>flible.  There  wa*  fomething 
ill  the  countenance  of  the  poor  fcllotf 
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who  brought  it  that  denoted  forrow.— 
••  Wlial  lb  the  matter,  George?  (laid  I) 
is  vour  yuiing  niillreis  well  ?”  “  Slie 

li  t?,  been  ihel'e  two  hours  in  fainting  tits 
^uiii  George);  her  mamma  is  liom 
home — VVe  are  all  in  confulion ;  but, 
thank  God  !  Ihe  is  now  lomtthing  better, 
and  del'll cb  to  .fee  you  uiuncdiately 
When  1  entered  the  room,  1  found  tla^ 
lit'Li  lilting  on  the  eoueli;  her  hand- 
keieliiei  was  at  her  eyes.  On  my  ap¬ 
proach  Ihe  aroie,  and,  with  a  languid 
limle,  begged  my  pardon  for  having  lent 
lor  me  lo  abrnpiiy  :  “  But  1  know  (laid 
llie)  you  will  torgive  me.”  Ablhe  fpoke 
ihcle  l.ill  words*  ihe  had  given  me  her 
hand. — i  found  her  tremble.  1  led  her  to 
the  couch.  During  all  this  time  1  never 
u|»ciied  iny  lips.  The  palenefs  of  her 
euinpltxioii,  the  languor  of  her  eyes,  the 
loiic  of  Ik  I  Voice,  and  the  furecd  Imile 
wnn  whieli  ilic  received  me,  afteded  me 
in  A  particular  manner.  “  1  lee  you  are 
lurpiiicd  (laid  t'iavilia);  my  looks  no 
clouhi  exprefs  what  1  have  lately  fuffered. 
I  iia\e  iiKiecd  been  ftrangely  affected; 
but  v.hen  1  tell  you  the  caule,  you  will, 
1  dare  lay,  no  longer  wonder.  You 
kn  »vv  (cuiuinued  llie)  it  is  now  near  two 
>'  ai'b  lince  we  became  acquainted. — It 
wab  accidental,  nor  Was  I  ever  forry  for 
the  accident ;  your  civilities  were  fuch  as 
1  u  ou^ht  intitlcd  you  to  an  acquaintance, 
i  ineiiiioiied  them  to  my  mother : — fire 
dell  red  to  lire  you,  was  pripolfelTed  in 
>01.1  lavour,  and  introduced  you  to  our 
htiie  lex:iely.  It  conlilled  of  none  but 
our  moll  particular  friends : — innocence 
and  Miiue  were  all  we  had  in  view;  our 
cuiueriatiou  was  fomelimes  lively,  lomc- 
limes  grave,  fometimes  affeCting: — the 
h.ippmels  ui  uiir  lellovv-crcatures  made 
ns  rejoice,  vshilc  their  misfortunes  drew 
loiih  Ihe  tear  of  coinpalfion.  Yet,  not- 
wiiliKanding  the  goodntfs  of  our  inten- 
tuiii  and  tl'.e  innocence  of  our  condudt, 
the  biil'y  tongue  of  Hander  has  not  beeu 
iole.  1  ciianccd  to  be  in  a  large  company 
lalt  night,  where  a  lady  publicly  declared 
til  at  die  was  credibly  informed,  you  a(5t- 
cd  a  \ery  dillionourablc  part  to  a  young 
I'tdy  III  this  town:  that  you  had  feveral 
meetings  with  iicr,  was  often  feen  to  til¬ 
ler  her  hoiil'e  at  night,  but  never  during 
the  day.  lii  lliort,  the  molt  icandalous 
circumllanceb  were  told  about  you  and 
her  that  malice  could  invent.  You  may 
be  lure  (laid  Flaviila)  1  was  not  a  little 
luipiiied,  and  endeavoured  tucontiadiift 
it,  by  laying  I'omcthing  in  your  favour.

amiable  friends,  how  mult  I  regret  their 
ablciice ;  but,  bleD'ed  in  the  company  of 
the  woman  1  loved,  how  can  1  bear  the 
reparation  ?  O,  t  lavilla  I  Flaviila  ! 
(laid  I,  gently  preDing  her  hand)  have 
my  eyes  never  told  you  as  much  before  i** 
This  was  the  Drlt  time  1  had  ever  fpoke 
of  my  paflion:  we  had  lived  together 
like  brother  and  tiller;  no  conftraint,  no 
formality  was  ever  uled  between  us:  if 
1  chanced  to  do  ought  amifs,  flic  would 
chide  me  with  the  freedom  of  a  relation  ; 
if  Ihe  approved  of  my  conduct.  Die  would 
praife  me  with  all  the  ardour  of  a  friend. 
1  ob'.trvcd  the  fame  rule,  and  while  we 
h\ed  ill  the  height  of  harmony  and  fe¬ 
licity,  love,  unpcrceived  bad  Dolen  into 
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ourbcirta.  'When  I  h.nd  finifbed,  FA^- 
vitla'i  rhfcks  v^cre  on  intoned  o’er  with 
b’uihc  ,  her  biifoin  heived  with  an  un-  ^ 
u.iial  ajjit  itioi),  a  deadly  paleneis  fuc- 
cceded,  and,  giving  me  a  look  that 
pierced  my  verv  foul,  the  trembling  fair 
one  fainted  in  my  arms.  Oh  !  had  ye 
but  teen  tier,  ye  cruel  fiends  of  malice, 
no  longer  would  envy  have  reigned  with* 
in  your  bre  Uis;  no  longer  would  ye  h  ive 
lought  her  ruin ;  yc  would  hive  fympa- 
thifed  in  her  feelings,  and,  like  me,  have 
preired  her  to  your  boioms.  When  llie 
recovered  and  foiiiiil  herfelf  encircled  in 
my  arms,  a  fweet  confufion  overfpread 
her  lovely  countenance,  and  while  Ihe 
gently  dilengaged  herfelf  from  my  em¬ 
brace,  I  could  hear  a  figh  buril  from  her 
labouring  bread.  “  Wretch  that  1  am 
(faidlhe),to  what  am  I  rciinceil  !  But 
i'arewel,  Philoph^Jis^  farewel  my  friend. 
— (}(k1  bltfs  you! — may  you  he  long  hap¬ 
py  :  where-ever  you  go  my  warmed 
wilhes  rtiall  attend  y  ou  ;  whatever  iK'^als 
you,  you  may  always  lx*airured  that  you 
have  one  lineere  friend  in  the  injnrcil,thc 
unha]>py  Vlavilia''  I  could  lyf.ir  no 
more;  the  foftiiefs  of  her  nature  quite 
unmanned  me.  I  would  fain  have  Ipoke, 
but  it  was  impodible.  I  waved  my  hand 
in  tileilcc,  and,  folilung  like  a  ehiM,  hur¬ 
ried  out  of  the  room.  OpprelTed  with 
grief,  love,  and  compadion,  I  hadened  to 
my  lodging;  but  there  my  pain  increafed. 
The  mind,  when  dr«>ngly  agitated,  never 
fnuU  relief  till  it  difeharges  itfelffome 
way  or  other.  Theix*  was  none  to  whom 
I  could  unbofom  myfclf.  My  friend  was 
in  thceonnlry — “  What  ihall  I  do:  (faid 
1)  1  will  pubiilh  our  dory  to  the  world, 
and  let  the  virtuous  and  humane  bc<7ur 
jiuiges. 

And  now,  my  dear  country-women, 
farewel:  let  what  1  have  toU  of  the  a- 
luiable  tLivtUii  convince  you  what  a 
delicate  thing  it  is  to  fport  with  the 
charac'ters  of  your  fellow-creatures;  let 
the  fnfUTings  of  that  poor  haplefs  maiden 
raife  in  your  breads  a  jnd  abhi>rreuce  of 
the  infernal  authors  of  her  didref^ ;  and 
let  me  intreat  you  to  avoid  the  company 
of  all  Ihofc  who  you  think  are  in  the  lead 
tindured  with  this  word  of  evils;  be  af- 
fnred  that  they  are  totally  unworthy  of 
yonr  frieiKlIhip :  a  gtXHl  heart  is  always 
a  dranger  tofiich  nieannefs;  and  though 
thefe  wretched  moralids  would  fain 
make  us  Ixlievc  it  is  virtue  Hiat  prompts 
them  to  this  conJud,  I  never  hear  a  wo- 


rnan  rail  .igaind  another's  virtue  but  4 
immediately  fufpe<d  her  own. 

I  am  far  from  being  fo  partial  to  my 
own  ;ex  as  lo  lay  the  whole  weight  of 
this  vice  iqH)n  the  ladies  alone.  The 
men,  I  am  apt  to  imagine,  are  judas  fwb- 
jecfl  to  it  a**  the  women ;  but  thclc  I  rank 
under  the  denominhtion  of  puppies*:  and 
you  know,  ladies,  that  of  them  1  treated 
fully  fome  time  ago.  If  thefe  obferva- 
tions  are  prodvnftive  of  a  love  of  virtuci 
and  a  detedation  of  the  vice  I  have  en¬ 
deavoured  to  expofe,  it  is  all  I  have  in 
view.  I  know  there  are  fome  who  will 
Ik*  difplcafed;  it  is  my  intention  they 
ihould;  it  is  not  with  the  vicious  but  the 
virtuous  1  mean  to  ingratiate  myfelf,  and 
I  hope  1  have  fucceetlcd.  Once  more^ 
my  amiable  friends,  farewel;  before  this 
reaches  you,  you  will  be  many  miles  dif- 
tant  from  your 
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X  the  13th  number  of  vol.  xv.  your 
correfpi^ndent  Medicus  very  juftly 
obferves,  that  no  phydeian  can  be  fuffi- 
ciently  educated  in  Oxford  or  Cam¬ 
bridge;  and  as  judly  advifes,  that- the 
nnmlH*r  of  prac^titioners  ihould  be  abrid¬ 
ged;  for,  indeed,  it  is  too  true,  that  not 
only  furgeons  and  their  aiqn'cntiees,  but 
grocers  and  gardiners,  take  upon  them 
to  admrnider  rnedeeinrs;  nay,  weavers, 
tavlors,  and  old  wome*’,  commence  phy- 
fici  ins  as  foon  as  they  get  |>oireflion  of 
any  nifty  old  fnuff  paper, 'which  they  call 
a  doctor’s  book ;  nay,  gypftes  and  vaga¬ 
bonds  impofe  on  the  credulity  of  coun¬ 
try  people,’  and  draw  more  money  from 
them  tlian  could  be  imagined : — and  all 
with  impunity.  There  if*  al(b  an  abfo- 
lute  nccelfity  for  reftraining  all  the  Bri- 
tilh  univcrfitics,  not  even  excepting  Ox* 
ford  and  Cambridge,  from  abufing  the 
powers  vyith  which  they  are  vefted;  as 
it  is  ceiiain  that  all  of  them,  and  even 
the  laft  two,  have  granted  diplomas  to 
thole  who  did  not  dcitTve  them.  And 
it  is  faid,  that  fome  of  our  own  were 
formerly  almoft  as  (candalous  as  Rheims, 
and  other  foreign  univerfities,  where  a 
man  (on  paying  the  fees)  may  have  a 
diploma  for  himfelf,  and  another  for  his 
horfc,  on  giving  him  a  chriftian  name, 
in  as  ihort  lime  as  he  can  lake  his  dinner# 
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Xay,  I  heard  feveral  yeart  ago,  that  fifty 
iliiilings  was  the  price  of  a  diploma  in  a 
cai.iin  univerfity:  ri»y,that  three  Irilh- 
iiKii  pnxTurcd  each  his  diploma,  though 
they  had  but  five  pounds  amongft  them 
all :  but  this,  1  hope,  was  not  true :  Or, 

it  WHS  near  forty  years  ago,  it  is  highly 
probable  no  fuch  pra«^tices  arc  allowed 
at  this  time. 

Medicus  alfo  propofes,  “  that  each 
phylician  Ihould  be  inftru<fted  in  the  con- 
hiiiing  and  I'upcrintending  part  of  fur- 
j,cry.’*  And,  indeed,  it  would  be  of 
great  fervice  if  every  phylician  under- 
lloiid  lurgery  fully,  though  he  were  not 
c  ijvible  to  perfv»i  m  operations.  By  that 
nuanb  lie  might  be  able  to  diredt  the  ig¬ 
norant  country  pradtitioners  ;  but  he . 
ou  I  t  not  to  didtatc  to  a  man  who  un- 
(leift  ii  ds  his  bufinefs,  and  has  both  the 
i'uriiiude  of  mmd  and  fteadinefs  of  hand 
to  perform  all  operations  with  compo- 
fun*.  Such  an  one  fhould  he  allowed  to 
take  his  own  w’ay  without  oppofition, 
although  another  way  might  feem  better 
to  tltc  eiodtor. 

Mfdicus  alfo  propofes,  “  that  each 
phshciau  fliould  compound  his  own  jne- 
ilicines.”  As  to  this,  there  is  much  to 
be  faid  on  both  fides  of  the  queltion.  In 
the  country,  indeed,  many  .men  have 
opened  Ihops,  and  pradtife  as  furgeons 
and  druggifts,  who  never  ferved  an  ap- 
prenticelhip,  or  a  very  flight  one,  and 
moll  of  them  arc  altogether  ignorant  of 
the  nature  of  the  medicines  which  they 
fell :  And  even  the  beft  of  them  are  fo 
ill  provided  of  every  thing  but  a  few 
kinds  of  vomits  and  purgatives,  and  o- 
thcr  trifles,  that  no  patient  or  phylician 
can  trull  to  any  thing  from  them.  And, 
therefore  (if  it  were  poflible),  country 
pradlitioneri  and  grocers  Ihould  be  put 
under  better  regulations. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  a  phylician  com¬ 
pounds  all  his  own  medicines,  he  mull 
keep  an  apothecary’s  fliop,  and  appren 
ticts  to  make  up  his  medicines.  That 
is  to  fay,  if  none  arc  to  dil'penfe  medi¬ 
cines  hut  phyficians,  there  mull  be  no 
apothecaries  except  phyficians:  In  which 
cafe,  as  the  dodtor  is  to  preferibe  to  his 
own  Ihop,  the  patients  may  jioflibly  be 
loaded  with  more  medicines  than  are 
ncceflary;  and  it  is  not  impoflible  but 
that  foine  of  the  more  felfilh  may  charge 
the  highell  prices  for  the  lowcll  medi¬ 
cines,  without  a  poflibility  of  being  dc- 
tedlcd. 

But,  indeed,  according  to  the  new 
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MODE  of  education,  even  in  Edinburgh, 
it  is  impoflible  that  the  gentlemen  ihi- 
dents,  as  they  are  called,  can  prepare 
their  own  medicines,  or  even  know  them 
when  laid  before  them ;  being  altogether 
ignorant  of  pharmacy  and  the  materia 
medtea^  but  what  they  have  from  books, 
or  the  profeffors  Itdlures. 

The  firft  ftep  therefore,  and  which  is 
abfolutely  neceflary  to  put  the  ptadlice 
of  phylic  and  furgery  on  a  rational  foot¬ 
ing,  ici,  to  procure  an  adt  of  parliament, 
prohibiting,  under  feverc  penalties,  any 
perfon  to  pradtife  in  either  of  the  above 
branches,  but  thofe  who  have  really  and 
truly  ferved  at  leaft  three  years  appren- 
ticelhip  in  the  Ihop  of  a  reputable  fur- 
geon-apothccary ;  and  after  that  attend¬ 
ed  two  or  three  years  on  the  proper  col¬ 
leges  ;  that  is,  on  the  materia  medical 
the  theory  and  pradlicc  of  phylic,  chc- 
miftry,  and  clinical  ledliires,  for  phylici- 
ans;  and  for  furgery,  the  materia  me^ 
dicat  the  infirmary,  and  other  hofpitals, 
for  the  pradticc  of  furgery  and  midwife¬ 
ry;  and  every  body  knows  that  anatomy  . 
is  abfolutely  neceflary  for  all  of  them  ; 
and  after  all  that,  they  are  not  to  he  paf- 
fed,  till,  after  a  ftridl  examination,  it  be 
found,  that  they  have  not  mifpent  their 
time,  but  arc  properly  qualified  to  take 
the  charge  of  the  lives  and  limb:>  of  their 
fellow  fubjedls. 

The  fmalltft  attention  will  make  every 
one  fenlible  of  the  great  advantage  which 
the  apprentice  has  over  a  simple  uni- 
verlity  ftudent.  The  JirJl  becomes  fo 
well  acquainted  with  every  medicine* 
that  he  knows  many  of  them  in  the  dark, 
and  can  be  impofed  on  by  no  man  in  the 
light pradlicc  makes  him  expert  at  com¬ 
pounding  them;  and  by  vifiting  the  lick 
along  with  his  mailer,  and  feeing  both 
hi,s  pradlicc  aiul  that  of  the  phyficians, 
he  gains  fo  nrmch  experience,  nuithout 
doing  any:  injury  to  the  patients,  that, 
on  feeing  a  lick  perfon,  by  afking  a  few 
quelllon^,  he  immediately  knows  the 
diflemper,  and  what  is  proper  for  it. 

Whereas  the  gentlemen  lludents,  be¬ 
ing  under  no  authority,  too  many  of 
them  walle  their  time  in  trifling,  if  not 
vicious  diverflons.  And  even  thofe  who 
apply  with  the  greateft  alfiduity,  can  on¬ 
ly  cram  their  heads  full  of  theory;  hut 
having  fecn  nothing  of  pradlicc  in  a  fliop^ 
they  know  neither  dileafei  nor  medi¬ 
cines,  nor  the  application  of  them,  except,  i 
as  above,  what  they  get  from  books.  See,  { 
and  therefore  can  eafily  be  Impofed  om  J 
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by  the  yoiingcfl  apprentice  in  thefhop; 
and  are  no  luoic  fit  to  compound  lucdi- 
tiiics,  nor  lake  the  charge  ot  people’s 
Ifvc?',  than  a  mathematician,  with  his 
heati  full  of  problems,  which  he  never 
pratbrctl  (ami  who  has  only  iVcn  a  ihip, 
but  knows  not  iiii  oak  from  an  elm,  nor 
any  one  piece  of  timber  from  another), 
is  Ht  to  Itt  p  from  his  cloh,t,  to  repair  a 
fleet  and  conded  it  round  the  world  ; 
or  than  a  pilot  who  never  faw  the  chan¬ 
nel  hut  only  a  chart,  is  fit  to  fleer  you 
in  a  florin  tlirough  mcks  and  (juick- 
lind'?,  which  lafl  are  altered  with  every 
w  iiiil  and  tide. 

Yet,  as  ignorance  and  con :eit  go  to¬ 
pi  thcr,  thefc  gentlemen  are  To  egregionny 
foolllli  as  to  ridicule  w  hat  they  call  the 
l>ooi  apprentice.*^;  although,  were  it  not 
tliat  the  dcllrudion  i»f  pev)plc's  healths 
and  lives  \»  too  ferions  a  fubiccl  to  lx* 
laughed  at,  one  would  he  highly  divert¬ 
ed  tt)  fee  the  farce  of  tlu  ir  (n\  n  ctjndue^h 
At  their  vilits,  inllead  (»f  putting  proper 
qutllions  to  their  patients,  tme  would 
think  they  ^vcre  diverting  themfelves  at 
cro:?  purpoles  with  then)  by  their  imper¬ 
tinent  queries;  for  inileeil,  they  know 
not  wliat  to  all::  Aiul  wIku  they  have 
lo  idle  all  the  in<;uiiies  llu  y  can,  they  are 
flill  men  iu  a  dream;  and  having

ITii  regard  to  the  trcatifc  before 
us,  we  pay  but  a  poor  compli- 
iiuTit  to  the  author,  when  we  admit  it  is 
at  leall  e(iual  to  Ibmc  mathematical  per- 
ioriuaiice.^,  which  have  of  late  been  pub- 
lillied  here.  Had  not  Mr  Wright  inform¬ 
ed  his  Englilh  reader  from  what  writers 
he  compiled,  perhaps  to  him  it  would 
ln\e  had  the  appearance  of  an  original; 
however,  that  the  Englilh  reader  Ihould 
Ik  It  her  be  deceived,  nor  ignorant  of  Mr 
\\  rigni’k  erudition,  he  tells  him  he  com¬ 
piled  the  conftrudtion  of  the  canon  from 
Woifiir ,  logarithms  from  Wolfius  and 
Mi.miula,  perfpedive  from  Wolfius  and 
(iv  ivelande,  ufe  of  inftrumentsfrom  Bion 
and  Robertfon,  fpherical  trigonometry 
from  VV\)lfius,  &c.  All  we  need  obferve 
iirre  ib,  that,  as  judgment  is  all  that  (^n 
Ik*  necelFary  in  Mr  Wright's  plan,  we 
lh<»uld  be  extremely  forry  to  fee  his  dif- 
ceriiment  have  any  weight  in  any  future 
compilation  of  the  elements  of  trigono¬ 
metry.  Is  the  conftrudtion  of  the  canon 
by  \V\)lfius  equal  to  that  given  by  wri¬ 
ters  ill  every  one’s  hands,  viz,  Oznam, 
Ktil,  Wilfon,  &c.  ?  In  fpherical  trigono¬ 
metry,  Wolfius  can  appear  but  to  little 
advantage;  baron  Napier’s  catholic  pro- 
polition,  as  given  by  Mr  Wright,  is  in  the 
common  terms,  but  it  certainly  might  be 
changed  for  the  better;  and  it  is  beyond 
all  difpute,  that  Napier’s  theorems  for 
oblique  angled  fpherical  triangles,  are 
preferable  to  any  propofitions  hitherto 
given  for  the  relblution  of  thefe  triangles, 
though  they  might  eafily  be  done  in  fuch 
terms,  as  to  render  this  part  of  fpherical 
trigonometry  much  eaficr  for  learners 
than  hath  yet  been^done. 

We  priKeed  to  confider  what  the  au¬ 
thor  has  pointed  out  to  us  as  his  own  in 
the  preface,  where  he  talks  of  inventions, 
&c.  in  reference  to  the  demonftrations 
and  conftrudtions  of  the  common  propo¬ 
fitions  for  the  folution  of  plane  U'iangles. 
We  do  not  pretend  to  be  able  to  afeer- 
tain,by  calculation^  the  particular  d'e- 
^rees  of  difficulty  which  Mr  Wright  had 
to  encounter  with  on  this  fubj«<ft;  but 
we  mud  be  excufed  for  faying,  that  the 
propofitions  for  right  angled  triangles 
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are  enunciated  as  by  the  common  prac¬ 
tical  writers  of  navigation,  menfuratioii, 
&c. ;  fo  that  Mr  Wright’s  remark  upon 
this  head  might  have  been  fpared.  The 
propofition  for  oblique  angled  plane 
triangles  (Prop.  4.),  is  not  rendered 
more  iimpie,  and,  of  conlequence,  not 
more  obvious  than  it  was  before,  as  gi- 
ven  by  a  cloud  of  authors.  The  fecond 
propofition  for  oblique  angled  plane 
triangles  (Prop.  5.)  was  of  more  difficult 
invention  to  Mr  Wright,  as  he  tells  us. 
We  fball  readily  take  his  word  for  this ; 
but,  at  the  fame  time,  mud  infid,  that 
his  demondration  is  not  more  fimple 
than  thofe  given  by  other' authors.  Is 
not  the  tangent  of  half  the  fum  of  the 
angles  in  the  fame  draight  line,  and  con¬ 
tiguous  to  that  of  half  their  differencey 
in  Emerfon\  figure  for  this  propofition  ? 
How  comes  this  then  to  be  mentioned 
by  Mr  Wright  as  peculiar  to  his  invent¬ 
ed  figure  ?  His  demondration  is  not  very 
different  from  Emerfon’s ;  and  of  tlie  two 
Emerfon’s  may  be  the  eafied  for  a  lear¬ 
ner,  fuppoling  the  old  ones  fef  afide,  al¬ 
though  thefe  are  fully  aL  geometrical 
as  any  given  by  Mr  Wright.  As  to  the 
third  propofition  for  obligue  angled 
plane  triangles  (Prop.  6.),  the  demon¬ 
dration  given  by  Mr  Wright  has  been 
given  again  and  again  by  authors  and 
teachers  Ixith  public  and  private ;  and  it. 
was  certainly  carrying  the  pedantry  of 
quotation  a  great  deal  too  far,  beyond 
all  modejl  hounds^  to  refer,  in  this  cafe, 
to  Pappus  Alexandrinus  for  what  fol¬ 
lows  immediately y  from  the  47th  propo¬ 
fition  of  the  fird,  and  the  5th  propofition 
of  the  fecond  book  of  Euclid’s  Elements 
of  Geometry,  by  the  mod  fimple  infe^ 
rences. 

In  fine,  though  the  demondrationi 
may  be  tolerably  accurate,  yet  the  agree¬ 
ment  of  the  extreme  with  the  interme¬ 
diate  ideas,  is  not  always  pointed  out 
fully  enough  for  the  benefit  of  learners. 

In  a  word,  we  are  of  opinion,  that  nei¬ 
ther  the  world,  nor  Mr  Wright,  in  point 
of  character,  would  have  fuffered  the 
fmalled  injury,  had  this  treatife  never 
fecn  the  light.  X,  Y.

as  if  they  w'cre  in  arms  all  the  year 
round. 

'J'he  troops  of  Denmark  have  a  very 
good  eharai^er  for  bravery  and  obedience, 
the  two  great  efl’entials  in  a  foldier;'but- 
the  number  kept  up  is  much  greater  than 
it  ought  to  be,  fince  Denmark  funiilhcs 
nine-tenths  of  tliem,  Norway  fupplying 
only  fcamen;  and  their  nx  ky,  boiAeroijs 
coaA  forms  them  fo  bold  and  hardy,  that 
none  are  accounted  better.  None  of  the 
dominions,  except  partial  diftriifts,  arc 
well  peopled ;  and  Inch  a  numerous  bo¬ 
dy  of  troops,  many  of  whom  are  taken 
from  their  own  peafaiits,  is  doing  a  great 
milchitf  to  agriculture..  Indeed,  the  de- 
fpotilin  of  the  monarchy  is  fo  great,  that 
many  of  the  regiments  are  filled  with  fo¬ 
reigners,  particularly  Germans  and  Poles; 
and  there  arc  great  mimbers  of  foreign 
oflieers  in  all  thecoip.s;  this  is  to  keep 
the  nation  in  the  more  fevere  obedience  ; 
a  precaution  that  does  not  feem  very  nc- 
celliry;  for,  fince  the  unaccountable  re¬ 
volution,  w  hich  threw  the  lilierties  of  the 
people  into  the  hands  of  the  crown,  there 
n.is  fcarccly  been  the  fliadow  of  a  re¬ 
volt*':  the  piinccs  tliat  have  lat  ujKin 
tlic  throne  of  Denmark  have  liecn,  fince 
that  revclution,  remarkable  for  their  abi¬ 
lities,  and  for  purfiling  the  real  intereAs 
of  the  country',  as  well  as  defpots  can  do 
it;  which  has  probably  bicn  attended 
wit!)  this  great  eAect,  in  keeping  the 
nobles  from  all  thougi.ts  of  throwing  off 
the  yoke.

with  as  much  cordiality  as  the  heft  friend 
to  the  church.
